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Gunman Holds Two Hostages in Ten

Greenbelt was the scene this 
week of a tense standoff between 
police and an armed fugitive 
holding two hostages, who had 
barricaded himself inside a GHI 
house. 

Richard Lamar Gordon, 26, of 
Temple Hills, surrendered to po- 
lice on Monday, March 31, at 
7:14 p.m., emerging from a house 
in 10 Court of Southway where 
he had held police at bay for six 
hours. He was charged with 
armed robbery, use of a handgun 
during the commission of a 
crime, burglary, and false impris- 
onment. Police said the hostages, 
a woman in her forties and her 
17-year-old son, who resided in 
the house, were unharmed. The 
names of the hostages were not 
disclosed. 

Police and witnesses said the 
incident began just before | p.m., 
when a man armed with a 9mm 





semiautomatic handgun held up 
the Citgo station on Southway, 
near Greenbelt Road. Citgo 
owner Greg Kulick stated in a 
television interview that the thief 
robbed the gas station and several 
customers who were inside at the 
time. He also robbed customers 
as they entered the station, taking 
their wallets at gunpoint. 
Thief Panics 

The gunman left the Citgo sta- 
tion, but then apparently panicked 
when he caught sight of a 
Greenbelt Code Enforcement Of- 
ficer who happened to be ticket- 
ing cars nearby. The suspect ran 
off through the woods in the di- 
rection of 10 Court and entered 
one of the houses. “He just 


opened that screen door and 
walked in,” said Kulick, who 
could see him. “It was probably 
open.” 

By this time a number of 
Greenbelt police cars had arrived

on the scene. They closed 
Southway and other roads and re- 
routed traffic as the suspect barri- 
caded himself in the house, refus- 
ing to emerge or release the resi- 
dents. Meanwhile some nearby 
residents of 10 court were evacu- 
ated, while others remained 
locked in their homes, afraid to 
come out. 
Swat Team Called 
The Prince George’s County 
Police Emergency Services, or 
“Swat” Team, was called in and 
arrived with a full complement of 
personnel and equipment, includ- 
ing an armored tank. The 
Greenbelt Police Department does 
not have this type of unit. 
Greenbelt’s Tactical Team, ac- 
cording to Greenbelt police 
spokesman George Mathews, 
deals with entries in search-and- 
seizure situations but not with 
barricades and hostage-taking.

Two Crises Beleaguer 10 Southway

Two life-and-death dramas — 
not just one —— were played out 
in the 10 Court of Southway on 
the afternoon of Monday, March 
oii 

Right next door to the house 
where Richard Gordon barricaded 
himself with two hostages, Nizar 
Sleem lay on his deathbed. His 
wife, Mona, was at his side, as 
were his daughter, son-in-law, and 
two grandchildren. 

According to neighbors, Sleem 
had been battling cancer for more 
than a year and had recently 
come home from the hospital af- 
ter doctors had said there was 
nothing more they could do for 
him. Since then, a stream of rela- 
tives and friends had passed 
through the row house in 10 
Court. Night and day, people 
had come to say their goodbyes. 

The neighbors, of course, were 
aware of what was going on. 
Not that they knew the Sleems all 
“Maybe they were 
originally Jordanian,” said one. 
“Maybe Syrian. I’m not sure. 
But Nizar was a sweet, sweet

man. 


On Monday, it was plain the 
end could not be far off. To the 
people in the Sleem house, it 
must have seemed that the man 
on the bed was the center of the 
world, an intensely personal 
world of grief, circumscribed by 
the walls of the house. 

Until, that 1s, another world 
crashed in — a world of holdups 
and gunmen, of Swat Teams and 
television cameras. In this 
world, black-clad men with as- 
sault rifles shot out the windows 
of the house next door, where a 
desperate fugitive had barricaded 
himself with two hostages, people 
the Sleems knew. In this world, 
armored tanks flattened the fences 
of neighbors and lumbered across 
their flowerbeds. 

Suddenly policemen were 
hammering at the Sleems’ door. 
Everyone would have to be 
evacuated. The situation was 
dangerous, it was critical, there 
was no time for discussion. 

But a man lay dying and 


could not be moved. A wife sat 


by his deathbed and refused to 
leave. 
A compromise was reached. 


Two medics and a Swat Team 
member would stay with Mr. and 
Mrs. Sleem, and the daughter and 
son-in-law and their two young 
children would go with the po- 
lice. A police escort brought the 
family group to the nearby Citgo 
station where, shortly before I 
o'clock, the whole drama had 
started when an armed robber had 
held up the station and its cus- 
tomers. 

Now all was quiet there except 
for the ringing of the telephone. 

Time passed, while service 
station employees who had 
known Nizar Sleem did their best 
to entertain his grandchildren. 
Back in 10 Court, negotiations 
went on and on between the po- 
lice and the fugitive, while the 
telephone at Citgo kept ringing so 
that well-wishers from the com- 
munity could make sure that the 


people who changed their oil and 


fixed their cars and sold them 
snacks were still oKay. 

It wasn’t until after 5 p.m., 
with the hostage situation seem- 
ingly at a standstill, that a tele- 
phone call came for the Sleems. 
Nizar Sleem had passed away.

Two Hostages Recount Their 
Ordeal and Its Aftermath

On Tuesday morning a cold 
wind was blowing through 10 
court of Southway, the GHI court 
that lies closest to the Citgo sta- 
tion where an armed robber had 
suddenly appeared the day before, 
and held up the place before flee- 
ing through the woods to this 
court, where he took refuge in a 
house whose number won’t be 
mentioned in this article. When 
he barged into the house through 
an unlocked door, clutching a 9 
mm semiautomatic handgun, he 
apologized to the two people he 
found there, a fortyish woman 
and her son, a high school senior, 
and asked if he could sit down. 

He didn’t let them leave, and 
therefore these two ordinary 
people became transformed im- 
mediately into “the hostages” — 
known as such to thousands of 
TV watchers and radio listeners 
in the Washington area, and to all 
the motorists whose cars had to 
be rerouted, not to mention the 
Greenbelt policemen who were 
soon ringing the court, and the 
County Swat Team pulling their 
armored tank into position in the 
small yard and shooting out the 
hostages’ upstairs windows with 
rubber bullets so that tear gas, if 
that became necessary, could be 
lobbed inside. 


That had been Monday, 
though, and this was Tuesday. 
By Tuesday it was all over. On 
Tuesday the hostages stood for- 
lornly in their torn-up yard, the 
woman pale and shivering in the 
cold and pulling a thin sweater 
around her, while her son threw 
worried looks at her, and a neigh- 
bor tried to comfort them. A 
couple of GHI maintenance men 
were also there, surveying the 
damage, and Buffy, the family 
dog, ran up and down, wagging 
her tail. 

Both of the hostages —- whose 
names won't be mentioned in this 
article either, because of the 
woman’s repeated and fearful re- 
quests — were angry. Not at the 
man who had held them prisoner, 
a 26-year-old black man from 
Temple Hills named Richard Gor- 
don, but at the police. The hos- 
tages just couldn’t stop talking 
about the things the police had 
done wrong — at least as they 
saw it, at least at that moment, in 
the immediate aftermath of ‘the 
crisis, 

And that seemed odd. The 
police had rescued them, hadn't 
they? No one had lost his or her 
life, or even been hurt—physi- 
cally, at least. 

“I’m so stressed!” the woman

Al Herling, Arts Friend, 
Honored with a Sculpture

Greenbelt’s Al Herling has 
stepped down from the Board of 
the Prince George’s Arts Council 
(PGAC), becoming its first Board 
Member Emeritus. To mark the 
occasion, the PGAC commis- 
sioned Takoma Park artist M. C. 
Carolyn to create a commemora- 
tive functional sculpture in his 
honor. 

The piece, called “Al’s Place,” 
is a large multi-surface stone 
bench created from black steatite, 
and is constructed primarily of 
two massive stones. The 4'6" 
high by 6' Jong bench incorpo- 
rates a musical theme relating to 
Herling’s lifetime commitment to 
the arts and his love of music. 

Artist in the Schools 

The sculptor, M. C. Carolyn, 
is an expert in the art of ancient 
civilizations who has travelled the 
world studying old temples and 
the different ways in which stone 
has been used. She teaches in 
the county school system as part 
of PGAC’s “Artists in the 
Schools” program. 


Recently she wanted to do a 


piece she could leave in the 
county “as a thank-you,” said 
Albert Maitland, PGAC’s execu- 
tive director. “I said, ‘We have 
this wonderful man who’s been 
my friend and a friend of 
Greenbelt and the arts in the 
county, Maybe you could make a 
piece in his honor, since he’s go-

ing off the board. 
The resulting piece has now 
been placed on indefinite exhibit 
in front of the United States Fed- 
eral Courthouse, District of Mary- 
land, on Cherrywood Lane in 
Greenbelt, and will be formally 
dedicated in April. Maitland ex- 
plained that the location was cho- 
sen in conjunction with a 2-year 
old program of the PGAC in 
which it places exhibits of the 
work of county artists and arts 
organizations at the courthouse. 
The sculpture was funded by a 

grant from the Arts Council.

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Clarification is needed to 
the story on GHI’s March 20 
Board meeting, which included 
the potentially misleading 
headline “GHI Board Reduces 
Fees....” The action taken by 
the Board was, in-fact, a for- 
mal restatement of GHI’s 
longstanding policy as a coop- 
erative and a not-for-profit cor- 
poration, namely to benefit 
members with any surplus of 
reserves over expenses. (We 
are told that the IRS needs 
such a formal statement to pro- 
tect our Federal tax-exempt 
status.) The motion did not 
specify the exact way in which 
members will be benefitted, as 
this has yet to be discussed. 
We won't know the precise 
sum involved until completion 
of the audit. 

In recent years, surplus 
funds generally have been ap- 
plied to the Replacement Re- 
serves Fund. or expended on 
needed projects such as park- 
ing lot resurfacing or landscape 
improvements. Consideration 
of exactly how to use the 1996 
surplus to benefit our members 
will be addressed on an-agenda 
later this spring. I encourage 
any interested members to at- 
tend.

Never Heard Of? 
«The March 27 News Review 
tells us that some startling 


statements were allegedly made. 


at City Council when. the 
Greenbelt police union asked 
for various benefits for the city 
police active and retired em- 
ployees. The reported state- 
ment, as reported, whrch most 
amazed me was allegedly one 
by Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts, to the effect that he 
“never heard of” any private 
company or other jurisdiction 
(other than Greenbelt City) pay- 
ing for health insurance costs 
for retired employees. This 
was in reaction to the cops’ 
union request for city contribu- 
tions to the cost of health insur- 
ance for retired city police, ac- 
cording to the news story. 

Mayor Bram was reported to 
have commented that the police 
requested better benefits than 
the federal government grants; 
it is not clear from the story 
whether she was talking about 
the totality of the requests or 
just about the request for city 
payment of part of retirees’ 
health insurance _ 

I am amazed. It was hith- 
erto unheard of that anyone 
would say it 1s unheard of for 
employers (governmental or pri- 
vate) to pay part or all of the 
health insurance costs of their 
retired employees and their 
spouses .(and often of their 
other family dependents up to 
certain ages). 

The U.S. Government and 
the District of Columbia gov- 
ernments do pay — and have 
for years paid — part of the 
health insurance premiums of 
both actively-employed and re- 
tired employees and their ell- 
gible dependents. | 

I am covered (and my wife 
is also) under the group health 
insurance plan of my former 
employer, as are the other retir- 
ees from that private employer 





and the actively working people 
there too, as are hundreds of 
thousands of other active and 
retired employees (and depen- 
dents) of many, many other pri- 
vate employers, mostly by 
union-negotiated plans (as was 
mine); and many are decades 
old. My plan and many others 
are entirely paid for by the em- 
ployer (what is called “non-con- 
tributory plans’’). 

The immediate issue should 
be, what can the city taxpayers 
afford, should it be just for the 
police or for all the city’s em- 
ployees (active and retirees), 
what kind of plan, who pays 
how much, what are the eligi- 
bility requirements (length of 
service, minimum age of retire- 
ment, etc.).. Health insurance is 
costly; if something is agreed 
to, other requests may have to 
be shaved back or denied now. 

Because health-care costs are 
huge and growing, and unman- 
ageable by individuals and 
families alone, and many mil- 
lions are uninsured or inad- 
equately covered, and for-profit 
companies and overpaid execu- 
tives of HMOs and other insur- 
ers fatten at consumers’ cost, 
we need instead to create an 
American form of what Canada 
and many other nations have — 
a national, universal-coverage, 
comprehensive-benefit, cradle- 
to-grave, single-payer plan, 
such as would be provided by 
HR 1200, Rep. McDermott’s 


(D-Wash.) and many co-spon- | 


sors’, reintroduced in Congress 
recently. Among other virtues, 


it would relieve’ the City of 


Greenbelt, and other local juris- 
dictions, of that responsibility 
and the Greenbelt 
councilmembers of Having to 
deal with what is incredibly an 
unheard-of (to them?) issue.

use. The state of Maryland: con- 
firmed some of the information 
in the flyer, which lists an alter- 
native pesticide used to control 
gypsy moths called B.t., and that 
some states (e.g., New Jersey) 
and localities (Takoma Park, Al- 
exandria) do not allow use of 
Dimilin in residential areas, and 
instead use B.t. The state said 
that B.t. is more expensive and 
tricky to use because of its short 
half-life (48 hours instead of 
two to three months for 
Dimilin). 

Persons concerned about the 
upcoming spraying of Dimilin 
and with time to pursue the mat- 
ter further may want to try to get 
information for themselves. Rob- 
ert Tichenor is Chief, Forest Pest 
Management, Maryland Dept. of 
Agriculture (1-410-841-5922). 
The flyer lists Environmental Ac- 
tion Fund (202-745-4870), North- 
west Coalition for Alternatives to 
Pesticides (1-503-344-5044), Na- 
tional Coalition Against the Mis- 
use of Pesticides (202-543-5450), 
Rachel Carson Council (301-652- 
1877). The cities of Takoma 
Park and Alexandria could also 
be useful resources and perhaps 
could explain their decisions not 
to use Dimilin in residential ar- 
eas. I thought Greenbelt resi- 
dents might. want to be informed 
of the above information J have 
discovered prior to the spraying, 
and that there is an alternative to 
Dimilin known as B.t., which

had come to know Al Herling at 
the time he was giving a benefit 
concert in Greenbelt, and had 
been impressed with his integrity. 
“He’s one of the most moral men 
I’ve ever known,” he said. “He 
nurtured me, though he doesn’t 
know that. I grew a lot through 
the insights he gave me into the 
arts and the county, and from his 
example, and I tried to develop a 
granting pattern that would help 
the county and Greenbelt.

The county Swat Team, on the 
other hand,. specializes in such 
emergencies. 

At first the. police apparently 
considered setting up their com- 
mand center in the parking lot 
behind the library and commu- 
nity, center, the entrances to 
which were. blocked off for 
about an hour while police ye- 
hicles converged there... How- 
ever, they then moved closer to 
10 Court of Southway. 

- County. police officers in full 
body armor and carrying assault 
rifles surrounded the house, 
while Greenbelt police secured 
the perimeter and evacuated 
residents. 

Communications Established 

Telephone communications 
were soon-established between 
the police and. the fugitive, and 
a long period of negotiations 
ensued. Greenbelt police 
spokesman George Mathews 
described this as a “conflict 
resolution situation,” stating, 
“They want to be as patient as 
possible because they don’t 
want to see anyone get hurt. 
As long as it takes—that’s how 
long it’s going to take.” 

Hours passed while police 
withheld details of the negotia- 
tions, concerned about what the 
Suspect might see on television 
and increasingly worried about 
his mental state and the safety 
of the hostages. 

Eventually, however, the pa- 
tience of negotiators paid off. 
The fugitive emerged from the 
house with his arms in the air, 
and the hostages were released 
unharmed. Gordon, who was 
arraigned before a District 
Court Commissioner, is being 
held on $850,000 bond.

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Reduced Trash Pick-ups Sought But No Tax Increase in Budget

There was good news and 
bad in the budget proposal 
for fiscal year 1998 (FY98) 
presented by City Manager 
Michae]| McLaughlin to the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
March 24 regular meeting. 
The good news included no 
tax increase (for the first time 
in four years), savings to be 
realized from not filling the 
Deputy City Manager position 
previously held by 
McLaughlin, and a slight 
(3%) increase in total rev- 
enues.

The Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) is offering several easy 
ways for taxpayers to get the 
help they need to meet the fast 
approaching April 15 tax filing 
deadline. The IRS will provide 
extended telephone assistance, ex- 
tra walk-in assistance, joint one- 
stop assistance with the Maryland 
State Comptroller’s Office, conve- 
nient help at area shopping malls, 
and late night help at several post 
offices. 

In addition to the regular 
hours for telephone assistance, 
weekdays 7:30 a.m. until 5:30 
p.m., IRS representatives will also 
be taking calls on Saturday, April 
5, and Saturday, April 12, from 
10 a.m. until 2 p.m. answering 
questions for taxpayers who need 
help completing their returns. 
The toll free number is 1-800- 
829-1040.
